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President's 

Report 

1981,  designated  the  United  Nations  International 
Year  of  Disabled  Persons,  has  stimulated  an 
awareness  of  the  needs  and  rights  of  disabled 
people  and  served  as  a focus  to  help  promote  the 
ideals  of  equality  and  full  participation 

The  Braille  and  Talking  Book  Library  has  been 
deeply  involved  in  the  International  Year  as  an 
aqency  offering  a service  to  print-handicapped 
readers,  and  there  have  been  several  observable 
trends  initiated  in  this  year  which  — hopefully  — 
will  serve  as  precedents  for  years  to  come 
One  of  the  most  pronounced  trends  has  been  that  of 
aqencies  whose  clients  the  library  has  traditionally 
served  being  requested  to  pay  for  the  production  of 
material  in  audio  and  braille  formats.  To  date, 
successful  negotiations  have  been  concluded  with 
Australia  Post  (for  the  Postcode  in  braille),  the 
Victorian  Football  League  and  the  Australian  Cricket 
Board  (for  fixtures  in  braille  and  audio)  and  the 
Forestry  Commission  (for  production  of  a leaflet 
in  braille). 

Another  notable  breakthrough  this  year  has  been  the 
announcement  in  the  Federal  Budget  of  a subsidy  o 
331/3%  on  the  production  of  braille  and  audio  books 
— exactly  that  which  applied  to  publishers  of  printed 
books  in  Australia. 

The  production  of  a cookbook,  Tn  charge  of  the 
mess’,  in  braille  and  audio  formats  has  been 
remarkably  successful.  This  joint  venture  by  the 
Gas  and  Fuel  Corporation  of  Victoria,  the  Royal 
New  South  Wales  Institute  for  Deaf  and  Blind 
Children  and  the  Braille  and  Talking  Book  Library 
enabled  print-handicapped  people  to  purchase  a 
cookbook  written  specifically  with  their  needs  in 
mind  at  a cost  comparable  to  a printed  book 
At  the  library  itself,  the  implementation  of  State 
Government  funding  has  been  very  evident. 

The  number  of  qualified  librarians  employed  has 
doubled,  a selection  policy  and  a code  of  ethics 


(see  below)  have  been  adopted,  and  Interlibrary 
loans  are  now  a standard  part  of  the  library's 
procedures. 

The  announcement  of  funding  equivalent  to  3%  of 
total  state  public  library  funding  was  made  in  the 
State  Budget  and  the  sum  of  $378,000  will  enable 
the  library  to  continue  to  expand  and  increase 


its  services. 

The  trend  of  expansion  in  the  services  noted  in  my 
last  report  has  been  sustained.  Over  139,000  items 
(up  from  1 13,000  the  previous  year)  were  loaned, 
Braille  magazine  titles  increased  to  22,  Audio 
magazine  titles  increased  to  31 , and  accounted 
for  20,000  issues  during  the  year  1 980/81 


Audio  magazines  in  Greek  and  Italian  are  stocked, 
and  negotiations  in  producing  or  acquiring 
bookstock  in  Dutch  and  Yiddish  are  well  underway. 
The  appointment  of  the  Chief  Librarian,  Jan  Smark, 
to  the  Executive  Commission  of  the  Cultural  Affairs 
Committee  of  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  Blind  occurred  early  this  year.  Jan  represents 
Oceania  and  North  America  on  this  Committee,  the 
scope  of  which  includes  art,  music  and  library 
services  for  blind  people. 

Our  auxiliaries  continue  to  flourish  and  work  hard  on 
our  behalf  — particularly  at  Benalla  and  Deniliqum. 
Special  mention  in  the  fundraising  field  must  be 
made  too  of  the  Oakleigh  Lions  and  Moorabbin  and 
Prahran  Rotary  Clubs,  all  of  which  have  donated 
equipment  to  the  library  this  year. 

Two  long-serving  members  of  staff  have  retired  this 
vpar  _ Miss  Elsa  Wiltshire,  who  was  in  charge  ot 
office  for  14  years,  and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Riley,  m 
charge  of  the  Braille  Department  for  more  than 
1 0 years.  I would  like  to  wish  them  both  a long  and 
happy  retirement. 


There  have  been  two  retirements  from  the 
Committee  this  year  — Mrs.  Norma  Brumley  and 
Dr.  John  Foster  New  committee  appointments 
include  Ms.  Barbara  Johnson  and  Mr,  John 
Cockayne,  whom  I welcome  most  warmly. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  by  the  Chief 
Librarian,  Jan  Smark,  and  the  library  staff  throughout 
the  year.

4.  THAT  if  at  any  time  the  Braille  and  Talking  Book 
Library  in  conjunction  with  other  agencies  carries 
out  activities  which  are  related  to  both  public 
education  and  fund-raising,  it  must  make  sure  that 
there  is  no  compromising  of  the  ethics  listed  above.

Statement  of  Accounting  Policies 

The  lollowing  summary  of  significant  accounting 

policies  and  definitions  is  provided  to  assist  in  the 

understanding  of  the  figures  presented  in  the 

Library's  financial  statements.  The  accounting 

policies  generally  have  been  prepared  on  the 

historical  cost  accounting  method  and  follow  the 

accounting  standards  issued  by  the  Australian 

accounting  bodies. 

Depreciation 

Depreciation  is  based  on  the  diminishing  value 
method  of  calculation.  It  is  provided  on  all  fixed 
assets  excluding  freehold  land  and  buildings  so  as 
to  write  off  the  cost  of  the  assets  over  their  estimated 
economic  lives.  Depreciation  has  not  been  charged 
against  freehold  land  and  buildings  as.  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  market  value  of  the 
property  is  in  excess  of  its  book  value 
Beneifical  Interest  in  Trust  Estates 
In  accordance  with  the  reservations  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Auditors  for  the  financial  year  ended 
30th  June,  1980,  the  Committee  has  accepted  and 
acted  upon  the  recommendation  that  the  beneficial 
interest  in  trust  estates,  to  which  there  were 
no  additions  or  adjustments  for  the  year  ended 
30th  June,  1981,  should  be  brought  into  the  Income 
and  Expenditure  Account. 

Library  Books 

The  Library  Books  shown  as  fixed  assets  in  the 
Balance  Sheet  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ended
